To illustrate, in Apple, Early Har- 
vest is the earliest ripening we have, and Yates the latest. The same order prevails throughout the ~

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APPLES, the King of Fruits 


In the Apple we have perhaps the most valuable of all fruits and by proper selec- 
tion of varieties one may have an ample supply of this most delicious and healthful 
fruit over a long period. 

We are offering only those varieties of proven merit and best adapted for plant- 
ing in the South, and our list is arranged in the order of ripening to assist in making 
selections to cover the season. 

We recommend the planting of Apple trees in November or December, although 
they can be planted safely from the middle of October until early April, but Fall 
planting will be found best. Apple trees are not very choice about soils, almost any 
soil being suitable, but if possible, they should be planted in a rich, loamy soil, well 
drained and a northern exposure is most desirable. 

Apple trees should be planted about 30 feet apart each way, the distance being de- 
pendent upon the strength of the land. For the first few years the trunks of the trees 
should be protected from rabbits and clean cultivation practiced at all times.

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Delicious Peaches 


The Peach is more at home in southern soils than in most any other section of the country, 
and for many years has been the most profitable fruit crop for southern planting from a commer- 
cial standpoint and of course, no home orchard is complete without a good assortment of Peach 
trees. We strongly recommend the planting of Peach trees throughout the South and believe that 
the yield will more than pay for the time and trouble. 


No one should consider the planting of a commercial orchard unless prepared to give the trees 
the very best of attention, from time of planting, for unless the trees receive proper pruning, spray- 
ing, cultivation and fertilizer, the venture will not prove profitable. Of course, even though the 
trees do not receive proper care, they will produce some fruit, but fruit grown under improper con- 
ditions will not be of good quality and will not bring good prices. The Peach will respond more 
quickly than any other fruit to proper care and will pay big dividends if well cared for. 


In making up the list of varieties we have been very careful to select only the best varieties 
for its season and we unhesitatingly recommend all of the varieties listed for home orchard plant- 
ing. For commercial orchard planting the best varieties are: Early Rose, Carman, Hiley, Yellow 
Hiley, Belle of Georgia, Elberta and J. H. Hale which ripen in the order in which they are named. 


The trees should be planted approximately 20 feet apart each way and best results will be had 
from plantings made in November and December, although we have secured good results from trees 
planted as late as April Ist.

With the exception of Kieffer and Pineapple we do not recommend the planting of Pears in 
a commercial way. _ Both of these varieties are reasonably blight resistant. Pineapple, which is 
the most blight resistant of all Pears, is particularly well adapted for planting in the lower South. 
In this latitude Kieffer does wonderfully well and while somewhat effected by blight, it can be de- 
pended upon to produce good crops of handsome fruit. 


In addition to the varieties mentioned above, we are offering several other choice varieties, all 
of which will be found satisfactory for their purpose. 


Pears should be planted 25 feet apart each way and after the first season should be cultivated 
. but little, as we have found where no cultivation is given the trees are 
less susceptible to blight.

One of the most delicious of all fruits, but due 
to the fact that late freezes often catch the Apri- 
cot trees in bloom, causing a crop failure, we do 
not recommend planting large quantities of Apri- 
cots, but, by all means, there should be a few trees 
included in every nome orchard. 

Apricots must be planted on extremely high, well drained 
soil and a northern exposure is very desirable. Apricots, 
like all fruit trees, do best when planted in November 
and December. They may be planted 16 feet apart each 
way and must be carefully pruned and sprayed to secure 
best results. After planting, the trees should be carefully 
watched to prevent borers doing them serious damage.

Strictly speaking, Cherries cannot be classified as a commercial 
orchard fruit in the South, although if a high, well drained (both air 
and soil drainage) location can be secured, Cherries will produce good 
crops of fruit which always command good prices, 

As a rule, Sweet cherries are rather shy bearers, and 
we do not recommend extensive planting of the sweet 
Inasmuch as sweet Cherries are used for 
dessert only, sour varieties, which are suitable for all 
purposes, and are much heavier croppers, will be found

more desirable. We would not consider any 
home orchard complete without a fair plant- 
ing of sour Cherry trees because even though 
only one pie were obtained, the tree would 
have more than paid for itself. 

Cherry trees have but few natural enemies 
and do not require a great deal of care, in 
fact, very little pruning and cultivation will 
satisfy them. They should be planted 20 feet 


apart each way and we recommend Fall plant- 
ing, if at all possible.

The Japanese varieties seem more at home in the 
South than any other type and we recommend that 
they be planted in preference to any other type | 
where it is desired to use the fruit while fresh, but 
for preserving purposes the Wild Goose, Shropshire 
Damson and Compass are all highly desirable, each 
of them possessing a flavor all its own. 

The most suitable distance for planting Plums is 
16 feet apart each way. Fairly high, well drained 
location is best. We recommend that Plum trees 
be planted in the Fall where possible, but they may 
be planted in the Spring if necessary.

In the Japanese Persimmon we have a combin- 
ation of beautiful foliage together with handsome 
fruit.

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Blackberries 


The growing of improved varieties of Black- 
berries, has proven quite profitable, the fruit of 
the improved berry being much larger and of 
finer flavor than the common wild berries. The 
greatest profit in Blackberries come from havy- 
ing the fruit at a time when the wild fruit is not 
available. The two varieties which we are list- 
ing answer this purpose very well, indeed. Early 
Harvest ripens about ten days earlier than the 
wild Blackbérry and Eldorado ripens after the 
wild berries are all gone, which permits the 
grower to command good prices for the fruit. 
Aside from the possibility of profit from a 
commercial planting, the convenience of having 
one’s own berries close at hand is certainly 
worth the small investment of time and labor 
necessary. 


Blackberries should be planted in rows six feet 
apart with the plants about three feet apart in 
the row. They should be frequently cultivated 
during the period when they are making their 
growth. When the young canes have reached the 
height of three feet the tops should be pinched 
out, which will cause them to branch and increase 
the next year’s crop, as the fruit is always borne 
on the preceding year’s growth. After the fruit 
has ripened and has been gathered, the canes 
bearing this fruit should be cut down to the 
ground, as they will not bear again and only take 
strength from the plant.

Raspberries

well planted along the fence in the kitchen garden 
and the varieties which we are listing will bear 
fruit in this section. 


Raspberries should be planted in rows five to six 
feet apart and about three feet apart in the row. 
They should be given rich soil, well fertilized and 
should be carefully cultivated throughout the grow- 
ing season. The fruit is always borne on the pre- 
ceding year’s growth; therefore, all old canes should 
be removed as soon as the fruit is ripened. This 
forces the growth into the current season’s canes and 
will make the fruit much finer the following season.

Strawberries may be planted in the Fall or early Spring, however, we prefer Fall planting. 
These plants require but little room and attention and will do well in any soil adapted to ordinary 
farm or garden crops. In preparing to plant Strawberries, the soil should be prepared to a good 
depth and enriched with well-rotted stable manure or good commercial fertilizer. For large plant- 
ings, the plants should be set in rows four feet apart and eighteen inches apart in the row, but in 
small plantings they can be successfully grown in rows two feet apart and fifteen inches apart in 
the row. The first year after planting all blooms should be picked off, forcing the growth into the 
runners. These runners should be trained on to the row, thereby forming a solid mat. The plants 
should have a covering of leaves or straw placed over them during the Winter. This covering 
should remain on in the Spring and will be found a great aid in keeping the fruit clean.

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Pecans 


From an_ invest- 
ment standpoint and 
provision against old 
age, the Pecan stands 
alone, because the 
older the Pecan tree, 
the larger the crop it 
will produce. It is 
somewhat difficult to 
determine the age 
from planting at which the Pecan will come into bearing because so much depends upon the soil 
and the care the trees receive after planting, but with reasonable care and good soil the trees will 
begin bearing four years from planting and in six years should be producing fairly good crops. 

The Pecan is somewhat more difficult to make live after planting than most any other tree and 
great care must be used in handling and planting, otherwise satisfactory results will not be obtained. 
Immediately upon receipt of the trees they should be thoroughly wet and planted with the least pos- 
sible delay, being careful at all times to keep the roots wet. The Pecan tree grows a long tap- 
root, by this is meant a long straight root with very few lateral branches. The tap-root should be 
cut off before planting, using a sharp knife and making a clean, smooth cut, which will allow new 
roots to begin growth quicker than if the bruised end of the root is left on. The trees should be 
planted a trifle deeper than they stood in the nursery row. The soil should be tightly tramped in 
the hole until it is thoroughly filled, except the last few inches which should be left loose. The soil 
should not be banked around the tree, but a slight depression left to catch the water. If the soil is 
dry, soak thoroughly after planting, using at least a bucketful of water to each tree. 

Frequent cultivation and ample fertilizer during the first few years will go a long way towards 
making the planting successful, as the aim for the first few years should be to produce growth 
rather than fruit. In planting Pecan trees alone, 40 by 40 feet is a suitable distance for planting 
or 60 by 60 feet depending upon the quality of the soil as to the right distance. 

The Pecans which we are offering have three-year-old roots, and two-year-old tops, all are 
budded or grafted trees, this being the best method of propagation.

Deciduous Shrubs 


Unplanted homes, particularly foundation plantings, have been termed “barefoot”? houses and 
we believe that this description is quite true. All too often the home owner erects a beautiful house 
but neglects the planting of shrubs around the house, which serve to tie the house into the sur- 
rounding grounds, changing it from a house into a home. It has been proven that nothing adds 
more to the value of a home than judicious plantings. 

Quite often the home owner is not familiar enough with the form and habits of shrubs to be 
able to get the best results from plantings. In this connection we offer our services and will be 
very glad, indeed, to help you work out details or offer suggestions for the betterment or improve- 
ment of your home through our Landscaping Service, as outlined above. 

To our mind the foundation planting should be the first to consider. After this would come 
the planting of shade trees and then the development of corners and objectionable neighboring 
scenery. The first rule in landscaping is to avoid straight lines and sharp angles and the effort 
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should be to arrange one’s beds of shrubs for curves or irregular 
lines, as the intention is to soften rather than to accentuate straight 
lines and angles. It is always desirable to use plants with informal 
habit of growth, grouping several of the same variety together and 
allowing them to follow their natural habit of growth as far as 
possible. It is not well to crowd the planting, that is to place plants 
too close together. The space between the plants should be not less 
than 24 inches and not more than 36 inches, the distance apart being 
dependent upon the habit of growth and ultimate size. 


One should not expect too much from their shrubs the first year 
after planting as to secure best results the shrubs should have their 
tops pruned back at least half way before planting and that means 
that they will not be at their best until they have had one season 
of undisturbed growth. Most of the shrubs we offer will bloom the 
same year they are planted, provided they are planted carefully and 
are given proper care and attention after planting. 


A careful selection from our list of varieties will give flowers 
of one variety or another throughout the entire summer. The differ- 
ent shapes and colors of the foliage in the shrubs will also add to 
the beauty of the planting as well.

The Coniferous Evergreens are valuable both for 
foundation planting and to be used on the lawn as 
specimen plants. Pleasing effects may be secured 
by the planting of tall or pyramidal formed ever- 
greens at corners and between windows; smaller 
growing or more dwarf varieties should be planted 
immediately in front, tying the house and the plant- 
ing into the lawn. For foundation work the best of 
the tall growing varieties are the Pyramidal Arbor- 
Vitae, English and Irish Junipers; and for the fore- 
ground, Dwarf Golden, Bonita and Globe Arbor- 
Vitaes, Pfitzeriana, Stricta and Tamariscifolia Jun- 
ipers are the best, while Cedrus Deodora and Cana- 
dian Hemlock make the two best plants for speci- 
men work on the lawn.

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HEDGE PLANTS 


Nothing adds dignity to one’s home like a well 
kept close-clipped hedge and where this effect is 
desired we strongly recommend the use of the 
Amoor River Privet, as we have found this to be 
the most desirable plant for the formal clipped 
hedge. Where a less formal effect is desired, 
Barberry, Spirea and Abelia will be found quite 
attractive, each one having particular qualities 
for various purposes. 

There can be no question but that a hedge instead 
of a fence will be more beautiful and economical. 
The initial cost of the hedge is less than that of the 
average fence. The upkeep will also be far less 
and, of course, from an attractive standpoint there 
can be no comparison between the two, because as 
the average fence grows old it becomes unsightly 
and deteriorates, whereas a well kept hedge im- 
proves with age. 

In planting a hedge, a trench fifteen inches deep 
should be dug and in this trench should be put 4 
or 5 inches of well-rotted barnyard litter, which 
should be mixed with the soil. The plants may then 
be placed in the trench at proper distance and the 
earth filled in. To secure the best results, pruning 
should be commenced at time of planting and kept 
up throughout the season. 

Hedge plants should be planted one foot apart in 
single rows, or with two rows set alternate which 
would give a dense hedge but would require double 
the number of plants necessary for the single row, 
since the planting distance would then be six inches 
apart. We recommend this double line of planting 
for it makes beautiful wide, dense hedge. 


Abelia Grandiflora

In describing our Roses we have made no attempt to paint word pictures that will not live up 
to the Roses themselves. Our descriptions are made from our own personal observations and are 
accurate descriptions of the plants and flowers. We have been large growers of Roses for many 
years and have selected for our customers not only the best varieties for planting in the South, but 
have selected strong understocks and have given careful attention to the propagation so that we 
feel safe in promising absolute satisfaction from the planting of our Roses. 


We have found that in some particular locations the soil or climatic conditions may cause a 
slight change or variation in color of some particular varieties, making them either lighter or dark- 
er than they are when grown under our local conditions. We think it well to mention this because 
hot sunshine will quite often discolor a bright red until it 
shows more of a pink, or it may rob the yellow flower of 
some of its color, causing it to show a golden tint rather 
than a deep yellow. This is particularly true 
of the Spring and Summer flowers, but near- 
ly always the Fall flowers, regardless of lo- 
cation, will come true to color and type. 


Your Rose Garden should be located where 
the plants will have plenty of sunlight and 
where the Roses will not be affected by large 
trees or shrubs, either shading them or 
drawing nourishment from the soil. Clay or 
sandy soil is best and there should be plenty 
of well-rotted manure worked into the soil 
before planting. The plants should be culti- 
vated frequently and kept absolutely free of 
weeds and grass. All old and decayed branches 
should be cut off as the flowers are borne on the 
new growth only. Protect in winter by covering with 
at least six inches of leaves or coarse manure, which 
may be removed or worked into the soil in the Spring. 


You may plant any of the everblooming varieties with 
every assurance that each of them will bloom the first 
season after planting. All of the Roses we offer are 
strong, two year, budded plants as we have found from 
years of experience with growing Roses for southern 
planting that the budded varieties are far superior to 
others.
